Lthough I have freely Diſcourſed in the Marrow of 
Aſtrology, concerning the Parallels in the World, 
both by Motion and Poſition, and have incerted a Way 
how tptake them; yet the Rule there, being not plain e- 
nough to be.underſtood, unleſs by thoſe *that are well
